Late Foreign Intelligence. 


By the packet ship York, arrived at New-York, 
on 6th inst. English papers are received to the 2d 
November. Amongst the passengers is the Hon. 
JOHN RANDOLPH of Virginia. 

Money had become very plenty in London, and 
such was its redundancy that good bills have dis- 
counted at 24 and 3 per cent. Mr. Canning had 
returned from Paris. Parliament would assemble 
on the 29th November. There had been a meet- 
ing of the Livery of London (called expressly for 
the purpose) at which it was unanimously deter- 
mined to petition for a repeal of the Corn laws, as 
equally injurious to the agriculturist and the com- 
munity at large.—The Duke of York was very ill. 
The news in general by this arrival, is not of very 
material importance. 

Vienna, Oct. 18.—This morning, at 3 o’clock, a 
fire broke out in the apartments of the Archduke 
Louis, and communicated to those apartments 
which have been occupied at different times by the 
Emperor Alexander, and the kings of Bavaria and 
Wirtemberg. The fire continued until the interior 
of those magnificent apartments fell a prey to the 
flames. The Archduke Palestine, his wife and 
children, had anarrow escape. No lives were lost, 
but the value of what has been destroyed !s consi- 
derable. The fire is supposed to have originated 
in the negligence of a servant. 

The Austrian Observer contains an account of 
the late engagement between the Greeks and a di- 
vision of the Turkish fleet, founded on letters from 
Constantinople, of the 29th Sept. The engage- 
ment took place on the 9th, 10th, and 11th of that 
month, near Mitylene; the Greeks were defeated, 
and lost three vessels, burnt; a three masted vessel 
sunk, and had six brigs very much damaged. They 
retreated to Ipsara, and the Turks to the Gulph of 
Smyrna, to repair.

Congress of the United States. 


The National Legislature assembled on Monday. 
In the House of Representatives, about one hun- 
dved and seventy members were present at the call- 
ing of the roll—in the Senate, between thirty and 
forty, when the Vice President took the chair. A 
quorum of each house was accordingly formed, 
and a committee deputed frem each to apprise the 
President that it was ready to receive communice- 
tions from him. 

In the Senate, resolutions were adopted to wear 
crape on the left arm for thirty days, as a mark of 
respect for the memories of the late Nicholas Van 
Dyke, Senator fram Delaware, and Joseph M’Il- 
vaine, Senator from New-Jersey, both deceased 
since the last session. .
